Means Dollars 


value the cost system the 
printing and bookbinding industry 
revealed from interesting survey 
made Los Angeles. This covered 
254 printing plants with aggregate 
costs sales $11,150,398, which 
showed total net profit $480,855 
about 4.3 per cent. The engineers 
who made the survey reported that 
upon this volume business the 
plants should have made $2,787,600. 
the 254 plants which reported 
the investigators, only were oper- 
ating under complete accredited cost 
systems, while 224 had practically 
cost system all. The with cost 
systems made profit $549,489 
sales total cost $5,940,769 9.2 
per cent. The 224 concerns which 


were operating without cost system 


had loss $68,634 total cost 
$5,209,629. 

Commenting the results the 
survey “Bookbinders Monthly” says: 
“Still there are people the book- 
binding business who don’t use cost 
system, because once while fel- 
low who has cost system cuts prices. 
other words, the logic that 
have cost system and cut prices the 
fault with the cost system and not 
with me, while the man who does not 
know his costs and cuts prices 
real smart fellow. These figures indi- 
cate, however, that the man who has 
cost system the year round the 
end has profit.

Shakespeare May Have 


Been Binder 


FOLIO volume 1,500 pages, en- 

titled “Plutarch,” written Sir 
Thomas North and printed London 
1603 Richard Field, lay the 
shelves the Boston Public Library 
for forty-six years before age, burst- 
ing the binding, revealed 
the “filling” scrap paper which 
was written: 
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Shakespearé—hundred and 
twenty poundes.” 

Richard Field, one Shakespeare’s 
closest friends, was employed 
Thomas Vautrollier, printer and book- 
binder. Apparently the bit paper 
bearing Shakespeare’s name was lying 
within reach when Field needed filler 
strengthen the back binding the 
“Plutarch” volume. How did the 
paper get into that bindery? logical 
answer seems bear out the pam- 
phlet published William Blades 
London, 1872, which at- 
tempted prove that for four years 
before went the London stage, 
Shakespeare was printer, and, per- 
haps, binder, too.

today forgotten tomorrow. 


Catches Fancy Public

Clever headlines, amusing cartoons, 
and, above all, human, 
“gossipy” style the articles make 
little out the ordinary. is, 
short, salesman everyday clothes, 
not evening dress and “topper.” 


Trade Problems Discussed 

While many the articles seem far 
removed from the subject bookbind- 
ing, almost every one has its selling 
purpose, although cleverly veiled. 
Problems the trade, such cut- 
price competition, etc., are discussed 
not heavy, formal, editorial style, 


but with interest-arousing intro- 
duction. Thus, article under the 
heading “When Everything Was Wide 
Open” incidentally, doesn’t 
refer pre-Volstead conditions, but 
the old time grocery store with its 
crackers, pickles, sugar, cheese, 
mackerel, all open faced containers. 
After description the old store, 
and the change the day at- 
tractive, sanitary containers, the story 
points out that, although this has 
raised the price the contents, the 
customer willing pay more, show- 
ing that price isn’t the only consider- 
ation. 

Another argument against buying 
price alone made this edi- 
torial: “Do you run bargain counter 
your business? buying 
you select the culls, the left-overs, 
the slightly damaged? When comes 
placing orders for your catalog, 
you shop and haggle until you have 
struck rock bottom prices—or you 
select thoroughly equipped bindery 
and pay the regular rates that the 
work demands?”

UNIFORM cost system worked 
out and applied along scientific 

lines adds the equipment 
the bindery machine which elimi- 
nates unprofitable 
matically making sound methods 
business possible. 

“The gigantic thought behind the 
uniform cost system,” says Milton 
Youngwood, accountant the Book- 
binders’ Trade Association charge 
installing and supervising the cost 
records now used the Pamphlet 
Group, “is that the mind the esti- 
mator beginning work scien- 
tifically.” 


What Cost System Accomplishes 


uniform cost system takes the 
hit-or-miss out estimating the cost 
doing binding job. enables the 
binder base his estimates facts 
rather than guesswork. With sheet 
which shows the actual cost each 
operation his bindery the estimator 
fill out his estimate blank with 
every assurance that any partic- 
ular job his concern will make fair 
profit return. 

The bindery which does not know 
its actual costs such favorable 
position. The estimate may fall short 
exceed fair return, and will 
hit the profit bull’s-eye squarely only 


the estimator lucky shot. The 
cost system takes the “luck” out 
estimating and substitutes fair and 
inevitable profit for it. 


Method Should Uniform

Mr. Smith saw, during his life- 
time, the growth the industry from 
limited output high speed produc- 
tion, which quality was not sacri- 
ficed. Several months before his death 
BINDING MAGAZINE, commenting 
the changes which the years had 
wrought: 

“More speed demanded today be- 
cause the publishers are more im- 
patient and the binder must turn out 
his books hurry.

Bookbinders’ Help Praised

Gold Tooling Introduced 


The next great forward step the 
art bookbinding was the introduc- 
tion gold tooling. Europe this 
appeared first Italy, toward the 
end the fifteenth century, coming 
almost certainly from Eastern 
source. gold tooling adhesive 
size first applied the leather, then 
sheets gold leaf beaten exceedingly 
thin are laid down. The heated tools 
are next pressed down where 
desired have the decoration appear, 
and where the heat and pressure are 
applied, the leaf adheres the

The affinity gold, properly applied, 
for the leather remarkable, and 
once will practically never come off.

The Influence Grolier 


The influence Jean Grolier the 
early Sixteenth century made pro- 
found impression bookbinding de- 
sign. The typical binding executed for 
Grolier was made interlaced 
strapwork symmetrical geometric 
design, with incidental decoration 
leaves and florets. The bindings done 
for the Italian collector Thomas Maoli 
about the same period were similar 
finer than those Grolier. 


Venetian Bindings Sixteenth 
Century 


Persian and Arabic influence 
clearly discernible the development 
style known “Venetian” bind- 
ings the early years the Six- 
teenth century. Dutton thus describes 
the manner their making: “The 
board was coated with paper com- 
position and the center and corners 
were then cut out the desired 
shapes. Then the entire board, both 
the recessed panels and the upper 
ground, was covered with thinly 
pared leather which took the form 
the cut-out recesses.” 

All color bindings this time 
had been applied paint lacquer, 
but the Venetian binders soon adopted 
the Oriental practice superimpos- 
ing leathers different colors, prac- 
tice known inlaying, and one still 
use today for imparting color and 
brilliance fine bindings.

Better Taste Design Became 
Evident 70’s 


Passing over the period the Civil 
War, during which book production 
greatly resembled that just described, 
although there were, course, some 
Livy published the Harper firm

able change the wood engravings, 
with which books were most often 
illustrated then. Our volume Livy 
bound the same lined cloth, 
grey color, but stamped blank with 
conventional pattern, displaying 
some real talent and not merely cover- 
ing all the available surface.
